How much greater R-a/on have we tn England to pay what i; 
charg'd on us by Law for mainterance of our Liberties, thay 
our Nerghb3urs of France have to fay that which ts arbitrarily 
demanded to ſupport one who tyrannizes over their Souls and 
Bodies? And why ſhould we repine at paying for our Beer, whey 
0:7 Nerghtours are ſorced to pay for therr Water ? This 75 judgd 
ſufficient by way of Preface, the Eats themſelves betng ſo platy, 
that he who runs, may read in how much better Condition we ar: 
than the French, ſeetrg no Money can be levied upon us with- 
out 047 own conſent : Whence it comes to pals, that we have not 
only wherewith to maintain our ſelves at Home, but Money 
ro ſpare to make us redoubtable Abroad ; whereas they have 
ſcarcely any thing left ro be taken from them, and cannot plead 
a Propctrty in that poor Remainder, but muſt ſurrender it at 
the Will of their Prince, whenever his Ambition or Neceſlity 
requires it: And that the latter 1s very great, needs no better De- 
monſiration. th-n that he who never us'd to accoſt his Subjets in 
any other Dialect than We Will and Command, zs now fort'd 
to wake uſe of Arguments and Tatrcatics to move and perſwade; 
which comes far ſhirt of that Auguſt Stle, —Be it enalted by the 
King's miſt Excellent Majeſty, with the Advice and Conſent of the 
Tords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in Parhament af: 
ſembled ; and as it comes ſhort of the Authority, will come as ſhort 
of the Effeits.

DECLARATION 


For the Eſtabliſhing of a 


POLL-TAX- 


EIWIS, by the Grace of God, King of Fraxce and 
Nawarre ; to all whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, 
Greettyg. Since the Glory of Our Stare, and the 
Proſperitics wherewith ic has pleaſed God to bleſs 

Our Reign, have cxcited the Envy of moſt of 'the Powers of 
Europe, and engaged them to make a Leagne, in order to 
wage an Injuit War againſt Us; the ſincerity of Our Inten- 
tion, and the Advantages We have Yearly gor over them, put- 
ting Us ſtill in hopes of a ſpeedy Peace, We have endeayour'd, 
in order to repel the Efforts of the States in League againſt 
Us, ro make uſe of no other Means, but fuch as were leaſt 
burthenſom to our Subje&s :; In order thereunto we have alic- 
nated Rents, of which we have aſlign'd the Payment on Our 
Ordinary Revenues; and Created Offices, the Sallaries of 
which are ſet down 6n the Settlements of Our Finances. And

if in the Sequel, We have been obliged to make ule of ſome 
other Means which have been more burthenſom ro Our People, 
ic was only becauſe it was abſolutely neceſlary to ſettle and fix 
fnch Funds as were requiſite for the weal of Our State, But 
the Obſtinacy of Our Encraies, who ſeem to be inſenfible of 
their Lofſes, and who, far from being concern'd at the Miſery 
oO: the Pcople, ſeem even to take an Adyvancage at tne [ncli- 
nation We expreſs towards a Peace, giving Us a Proſpect 
cf the Contiruance of the War, and obliging U: to prepare 
for it, We arc in hop's to na»ke ali Europe ſenſible, that the 
Forces of France are Incxhauftibie, when they are well mana- 
ged, and that We have certain reſerve: in the Hearts of Our 
SubjzEts, and in their Zeal for their King's Service, and for 
the Glaty of the French Nation. Corfiding in this, We have 
reſolved tm order to put Our ſelf in a Conditon to maintain the 
Expences of the War, as lo3g as the blindneſs of Our Enemies 
will incline them to refuſe a Peace, to eftabliſh a general Poll- 
Tax, to be paid during the time of the War only, by all Our 
Subjects, without avy diſtinction, by Hearths or þy Families: 
And We are the more inclined ro Jook on this Mean as fafe 
and efftectual , ſeeing that the moſt zealous and moſt krowing 
of Our SubicAs of the Three Oxrgers which-compo'e this State, 
feem to haye prevented Our Reſolution 5 and moreover that 
the Eſtates of Languedoc being aſſembled according to the u- 
jual Cuitom , after having granted the free Giit of Three 
Millions which We had deſired of them, and made Provifion 
tor the other uſual Charges which the War has conſiderably 
increas'd, by an Expreſs Decree of their Aſſembly , of the 
Month of December laſt, carrying their Foreſight and the Te- 
ſtimonies of their Zeal and AﬀcAion, bzyond whatever We 
could expeft from them, have propos'd this Aidto Us, and 
{er down the Reaſors, for which it ought to be preferr'd to all 
= other Extraordivary Means which we might praQiiſe here- 
aftcr. 

And indeed this Poll-Tax extending generally over all 
Our Subj=As, will prove no great Burthen ro every one in 
particular, and being joyn'd to Our uſual Revenues, will raiſe 
{:fficient Funds, which being ColleQed without Charge or De- 
tay, WH rerccr the ſaid Aid the more Speedv, Eafte and Ef 

feual, 


ſetual. We do moreover believe , that in caſe the ſaid Col” 
letion ſucceeds, as We have reaſon to think ir will, it will 
enable Us for the future, to lay aſide the extraordinary AF- 
fairs, to which the nzcefliry of the Times bas obliged Us to 
have recourſe , promiſing upon the Faich and Word of a 
King, to annul the ſaid General Poll-Tax, wichin Three 
Months after the Publication of a Peace, For theſe Reaſons, 
and other Conſiderations Us thereunco moving, of Our cer- 


tain Knowledge, Abſolute Power, and Authority Royal, We 


have by theſe Preſents, Sign'd under our Hand, Said and De- 


clar'd , do Say and Declare, Will, and ir is Our Pleaſure , 


Thar, to reckon from the Firſt Day of this Month, a General 
Poll-Tax be Eftabliſh'd, Raisd and Levy'd throughout Our 
whole Kingdom, Countries, Lands and Lordſhips under Our 
Command, as well as in the Countries and Cities Conquer'd 
by Us, ſince the Declaration of this preſent War, by Hearths, 
or by Families, payable Yearly during the preſent War on- 
ly, and not to be Continued or Exafted under any Pretence 
whatever , Three Months after God's having gramed Us a 
Peace : That in order thereunto, the Intendants and Com- 


- miſfioners ſent forth in cach of the Generalities, Provinces,

Countries and Ditirifts, the Syncics of the Dicceſes and of 
the Eflates ; and the Gentletnen, who are to a& joyrtly 
with the ſaid Intendants according tothis preſent Declaration, 
do agree about the Roils of the Diviſion of the ſaid Poll-Tax, 
conformably to the Bill of Rates agreed on in Our Council con- 
taining the Diſt:iburtion of Our Subjects, in T wo and Twenty 
Claſſes, which ſhall be fix'd under the Counter Seal of theſe Pre- 
ſents. Willing that none of our Subjects of whatQuality orCondi- 
tion ſoeyer, whether Eccleflaſticks, Secular or Regular, Noble, 
Military or others, ſhould be exempted from the ſaid Poll-Tax, 
Excepting only ſuch of cur SubjeRs as areaſlefod on the Tazbe, 
or other Common Impoſttions under Forty Pence, the Men- 
dicant Orders, and the Poor Mendicants, wheteot the Cura:cs 
of every Pariſh ſhall give a Liit Sigir'd and Certity'd by them, 
upon their Honor and Conſcience, We are p{rſwaded thatthe 
Ecclefiaſticks will the more chearfully {ubmit ro this Contri- 
bution, ſeeing that befides thar. the Intereſt of Religion, and 
the Zeal which they have alwavs expreis'J for our Service 
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Tngages them to it ; their Profeſſion hindring them from ery. 
ing us in our Armies, where moſt of them ſhould be call'd 
by their Birth, they have no other way on this occaſton ro 
contribure towards the defence of the State of which they 
make up the fi:ſt Body : But in as much as the General Af. 
ſembly of the Clergy of our Kingdom is to be held this Year, 
and that the Teſtimonies we have ever recoiv'd of the Zral 
of that Body, makes us preſume that they will continue to 
give us Proofs of the ſame; granting vs by a Voluntary 
Gift, Airs proportionable to rhe Necetfities of the Stare, and 
that it would not be reaſonable at the ſame time to oblige 
them ro Contribute towards the Poll-Tax ; It zs Our Will aud 
Pleaſure, That at this Time, the Clergy, and the Members 
which have a dependence on them, be not compris'd in the 
Aſſ: ment which ſhall be agreed on in Our Council, nor in 
the Rolls which ſhall be made by the Intendants for the Col- 
IeAion of the Taxes of this preſent Year. Neither do We 
queſtion, but the Nobility of Our Kinzdom, who daily Expole 
their Lives, and Spill their Blood gencrouſly for Our Service, 
and for the Support of the State, will as freely Sacrifice [o ſmal; 
a portion of their Revenues, as that to which the Tax which 
will be laid on Gentlemen will amourt. Ard whereas the 


Produ@ of the ſaid Poll-Tax is d:{tgn'd to ſupply rhe Expences 


of the War, it is necrflary for us to be in a Condition ro niake 
uſe of it during the next Campaign : Therefore we do Require 
and Command all thoſe who are liable,to pay their Afſeſsnencs 
in two Terms and Equal Payments ; the firft on the Firit day 
of March, and the ſecond on the Firſt day of Zunz fcliowing, 
Thar Our Subjets who are liable to the Tazrll-, do pay the 
ſaid Tax into the hands of the Receivers of the Tazlle of 
every EleCtion, or to- the ColleCtors imploy'd by them, who 
ſhall thereupo1 remit the Fund of their ſeveral Colletions, ro 
the Receiver-General of the Frnances of their Generalicy : And 
the Citizens and Inhabitants of free Towns, which are not 1ia- 
ble to pay the Tazlls, into the hands of the Receivers of the 
Publick Stock of the ſaid Towns, who ſhall afterwards remic 
the ſame to the Receivers Gereral of the Finances of the Gene- 
rality, and the ſaid Receivers-General to the Keeper of Our 
Treaſure Royal. That in ſuch Countries in which ag =

held , the Roil of the Aﬀeſsment of the ſa'd Poll-Tax be 
mace and ſettled by the Intendanisand Commillioners appointed 
ja order thereunto, Jointly and with the Approbation of the 
ordinary Deputics or Syrdics of the ſaid Eſtates, and that ali 
Perſons ſo Aﬀeſs'd, do pay their Tax into the hands of the 
Colletors and Receivers in ordinary of Free Gi'ts, Subſidics, 
Subventions, and other Impoſitions in Ul! in the ſaid Conn- 
tri:s, who will afterwards remit the Fund of their Colleftion 
tothe Treaſurers, or Receivers General of the ſaid Eſtates, and 
they to the Keeper of Our Treaſure Royal. That the Roll cf

And as to the Princes, Dukes, 
and Matſhals of France, Officers of Our Crown, and cther 
Officers mention'd in the two firſt Claftis of the Bill of Rai 
agrecd vpn in Our Council, and the Knights and great Off- 
cers of the Order of the Holy Ghoſt, they ſhall pay their Tax 
direRly into the hands of the Keeper of Our Treaſure Royal): 
And the Officers of Our Houthold, and others Imploy'd upon 
the Settlements of Royal Houſes, ſhall pay their Tax accor- 
ding to the Roll agreed upon by Us in Our Council, into the 
hands of the Receiver, who ſhall be by Us appointed to that 
Efiet. All the Receivers, both General and Particular, who 
ſhall receive the Colleion of the ſaid Poll-Fax, either in the 
whole, or part, fhall, inſtead of a Sallary, retain the Taxations 
by Ub Impos'd upon them upon the Produdt of their Receips: 
And as to the Method of Accompting, Fees, and manner 
Accompts they ſhall follow the Regulation by Us made: Pro 
hibiting their ExaCting, or receiving any Duty of Acquittance, 
or other Penys upon any prerence whateyer, on pain of being 
conviated of Extortion : We do alſo hereby Impower them to 
compel thoſe who fhall delay their Payments, according to the 
ufual Method praQtis'd in theſe Caſes, excepting the Eccle(ia- 
flicks, whoſe 'Femporal Eſtate only they ſhall be allow'd to 
ſeize, according to the 15th. Article of the Seizures and Exec 
tions of Our Ordinance of the Year 1667, Moreoyer, yo 
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do allow the Roils, Extradts of the ſaid Rolls, Acquittances, 


Warrants, Afignations, and all other Expeditions and Pro- 
ceedings which {hall be made for the Impoltiion and Recovery 
of the ſaid Poll-Tax to be made on Common Paper, and with- 
out a Seal, all Edids, D ciarations, and Deccees to the con- 
reary thereof in any wi'e notviitiftanding, Ard ro prevent the 
Diſputes which might ariſe abour the Imp-fi.ion and recovery 
of the ſaid Poll-Tax, It 1s Our I! and Pleſure, That thoie 
who have mary Piaces, Titles, Digrides or Q aaliti:s, and 
who upon that account might be comprehended in ſeveral 
Rolls, ſhall only be oblig'i tro pay once, according to the 
higheſt T'ax, which they are liable ro upon the account of 
all thoſe Qualicies. 'That the Sons of Families being Marry'd, 
or having Offices, ſhall be afleſſed apart in the Rolls, tho they 
live aCtually in their Father or Mother's Houſe, Thar the 
Children of Famiiies, of Age or under Age, injoying the Eſtate 
acquir'd by their Facher or Mother's deceaſe, ſhall be Tax'd 
at the Rate of the Fourth part of what their Father ſhould have 
been oblig'd ro pay, according to the Bill of Rates agreed on 
in Our Council. That Widows ſhall only be comprisd inthe 
ſaid Rolls, tor the Moiety of the Tax to which their Hus- 
bands ſhould have been Aﬀſeſsd. And that Wom:n parted from 
their Husbands ſhall be Tax'd in their private Capacity to 
halt the Sums to which their Husbands ſhall bz Taxed. And 
whereas it might happen that ſeveral of Our SubjeAs would 
pretend to be compriz'd in noe of the Twerry Two Claſhs 
mention'd in the Bill of Rates fix'd under the Counter-Seal of 
theſe Preſents; We do declare, that al! choſe who ſhall not 
be particularly comprehended in one of the (aid Claffis, ſhall 
be Aſſeſſed by the ſaid Intendants and Commiſhoners appointed, 
alone, or by the ſaid Intendants, jointly with te Deputies and 
$yndics of the Countries in which Eftates are held, the Syn- 
cics of Dioceſes, and Gentl:men by Us nomirated, if they are 
Eccleſiaſtics, Nobles, or inhabiting in a Country in wk'ch Eftates 
are held, at the Rate of that Claſhs, ro which their Profefſjon, 
Condition or Qualiry has the greateſt Relation. And whereas 
feyeral Alcerations may happen trom Year to Year in the Con- 
dition of che Perſons liable to the ſaid Poll-Tax : Ic is Our Will 
and Pleaſure, That upon Notice given thereof tro Our ſaid 
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Incendants and Commiſſioners appointed, they fhall have the 
Pomer alone, or Jointly with the Syndics of the Eſtates, of the 
Dioceſes, and with the Gentlemen by us Nominartcd, to re. 
Ai'y their R-»ls, to increaſe or diminiſh their Taxes in that

rain'd any Permiſſion from Us. Theſe Conſiderations pre- 
vail'd with Henry II. to enquire into ſuch Ulſurpations, and 
for that 'cffe& .did. expedite his Letters Patents in 1549, by 
which amongſt other things, it is expreſly forbid, that any 
particalar Perſons ſhould have Water, excep: the ſame be alic- 
nated for their Ue, on conſileration of a Rent agreed on by 
the Commiſſaries depured thereunto. There was-alſo an: At 
.of our Council, prohibiting the ſame, dated Ooh. 24, 1687, 
berwixt the Farmer .of our Demains. and the Conſul and 
Communicy-of our City of Arles, which contain'd the like 
Prohibitions. In ſuch ſort, that, accordirg ro the Tenor of 
thoſe Letters Patents, and that Act, We have Right to{declare, 
Thar at] choſe who have Water, have incurr'd a Fme for en- 
3oying the. ſame, contrary to the ſaid Declaration, and ithe 
Adtts iſlued for Execution of the ſame. Nevertheleſs, having 
taken intro Conftderation, that this Fine join'd to the Sums 
which We may pretend to againſt the ſxid Poſſefſors for time 


palt, would much diminiſh the Value of cheir Stocks = E- 
ſtates, 
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ſlates, We have. judged it more convenient to confirm ard 
maintain them in the PotIcfſi9n of the ſaid Waters, on paying 
of a Moderate Sum, in conſideration of which, they may cn- 


- joy the ſame as in time paſt : Whereunto We are ſo much the 


more inclinablz, that by ſecuring the publick Roads and Na- 

vigable Rivers from ſuch Atcemprs for the future, We do in 

Tome. meaſure make vp the Lofſes of Our Demain, and pro- 
cure unto Our ſelves a preſent Supply from many Perſons who 

have not hicherto contributed any thing to the extraordinary 
Charges of the State. For theſe Caſes, and others Us thereunto 

moving, and from Our own certain Knowledge , full Power, 

and Royal Authority, We have by this Preſent, Perpetual and 
Irreyocable Edift, S31d, Statuted and Ordained, and Say, Sta- 
tute, Ocdain, Will and Pleaſe, that in the ſpace of one Month 
.ar fartheſt, from the Day of the Enrolling of this preſear E- 
dift, and the Publication thereof in the Baliwicks, Senefchal- 

ſkips and other Royal Courts, all Communities Secular or 
Regular, and all paiticular Perſons of what Qality and Con- 
dition ſocver, who have Waters derived from Navigable Ri- 
vers within the Iimits of Our KingJom, or Countries, Lands 
and Lordſhips ſubje&t to Us; As allo thoſe who have Waters 
deriv'd from Rivers that are nor. Navigable, Brooks, Springs 
and Fountains, or otherwiſe, which they ſtop or retain about 
the Roads, or bring it acroſs the Streets, Ways and Publick 
Places for their own uſe, whether it be ro Water their Lands, 
Embelliſh their Ho-:ſrs, or what other Uſe ſoever; Alto 
thoſe who have let our, or turn'd off the Waters through- 
out the High Juriſdiftions which belong to Us, and in thoſe 
by U; Mortigaged ; ſhall be obliged to-give unto him whom We 
ſhall entruſt with the Execution of rhe prefent Edift, his 
ProQors, Deputies and Subſtitutes, exaft Declarations of the 
Quantity of Li::es of Water which they enjoy , from whence 
they flow, the Houſes and Edificcs berter'd or beautify'd by 
them, the Places, Strects'and Ways thro which they paſs, and 
what Acres of Land belonging unto chem,are thereby watered, 
on pain of being fd in 509 Livres,” which ſhall neither be re- 
mitted nor maderated upon any Pretext whatſocyer. We Or- 
dain, That upon thoſe Declarations, it ſhall be forthwich E- 
naCted in the Rolls of our Council, ina which the ſaid Com- 
| munittes 
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munities and particular Perſons ſhall be Taxed, thar is to ſay, 
thoſ: of Our good City, Provoltſhip, Vicoumy, Preſidial ang: 
Province of Par, at the Rate of 150 Livres.per Line. Thoſe 
who enjoy any in other Cities of 'Our Kingdom, where there 
is a Parltament Chamber of Accounts , Courts of Revenue, 
Provoſiſhips or Baliwicks of the ſame, at the rate of 1co: 
Livres per Line : Yer ſo, nevertheleſs, that the ſaid Taxes may 
not exceed the Sum of 1000 Livres for each Grant, for wha 
Quantity of Lines foever. Thoſe of *other Cities of our King- 
dom at the rate of 50 Livres per Line ; yet fo as their Taxes 
may not exceed the Sum of 505 Livres. The P:oprietors of 
Wartered Lands, art the rare of 3 Livres per Acre. And thoſe 
who ſerve themlelves of the ſaid :Watcrs for what other Ute 
{oever, whether for Profic or. Orcament, without the 'Extent 
of rhe ſai Cities and other Places deſigned as above, at 25 
Livres per Line, yet ſo as their Taxes may not exceed the Sum 
of 250 Livres ; which Sams ſhall be paid, as alſo the 2 Sous 
per Livre of the fame, the one half within a Month after the - 
{ignification of the ſaid Rolls, and the other half in the Month 
tollowing , to ſuch Perſon as we fhall name, to recover the 
fame, his Proftors, Deputies and Subſticutes, wz#z. the Princi- 
pal vpon their Acquittance, bearing a Promiſe to furniſh them 
with a Diſcharge from the Keeper of Our Royal Treaſury; 
and the 2 Sous pey Livre, .upon their bare Receipt. By means 
whereof, it is Our Will that they be confirm'd in their Right, 
Pofleftion and Enjoyment, from the Grant of the Mayors and 
Sheriffs , without beitzg liable to be difpoſſ-{1:d for any Cauſe 
cr Pretext whatſoever, nor obliged to pay unto Us, by reaſon 
thereof, any Antwal Sum; and in caſe of Default, and not 
payment of che ſaid Sums, within the time above ſpecified, 
that they fhall be Conſtrained thereunto , as for our proper 
Revenues and Affairs ; And in caſe that the Houſes, Goods 
and Ettates where there is Water , ſhall come to be really 
ſeiz'd, It is our Will, chat the Sums for which they ſhall be 
 Compriz'd in the Ro]ls, ſhall be paid out of the Money a- 
riſing from the Leaſes fo ſeiz'd\, or that which ſhall be made 
by the Sale of the ſaid Goods preferrable to all cther Credi- 
tors. We don't howeve: comprehend in this preſent Enquiry, 
the Canals, Aquedudts , and other Works, which ſerve _

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the Conveyance of Waters of Publick Fountains, Hoſpitals, or 


Alms-houſes of Lay-adminiftration. . In cafe of oppoſition to 
the Execution of the ſaid Rolls, ls is Our Will thar they ſhould 
not. be received until the ſaid Perſons from whom they ſhall 


be-dug do in the firſt place confign the Third of their Taxes. 


We Command all Our - Officers, alſo thoſe of Lords, and all 
Mayors, Sheriffs, Clerks, and other Municipal Officers of Cities. 
Towns and Pariſhes of Our Kingdom, Countrics, Lands and 
Lordſhips, under. Our -Juriſdiftion, to furniſh hina who ſhall 
be imployed by Us. for the Recovery of the {aid Taxes, 
Extracts of the Grants which they have 'made to any for 
the Enjoyment of the ſaid Waters; for each of whic!\ 
ExtraQts, they ſhall be paid Four Sous for all Charges, 
the Stampt-Paper being therein included. We do exprefiy 
diſcharge all thoſe who ſhall find themicives Compre- 
hended in the Rolls, enacted in the Execution of Our 
preſent Edit, to oblige any of thoſe who grant them, the en- 
joyment of the ſaid Waters, ro Vouch or make good the 
Grant, in order to the Re-demanding of the Sums which they 
ſhall have paid unto us. We give it likewiſe in Commandment 
to Our beioved and faithfut- Eounfelttors, thofe who hold Our
